KENTUCKY STATE MEETING 
AND TOUR 

Ihe annual Kentucky State tour 
and meeting was held November 4th 
and 5th in the Northern Kentucky 
District. As usual, the weather was 
not the best. Some places had snow 
on the ground, others it was just plain 
cold. The second day did bring a 
warm up but by then we were inside 
having the annual meeting. 

The first stop on the tour was at 
Conrad Stephenson's farm at Dry 
Ridge. Here was a good example of 
what one animal can do to get people 
in the pure-bred business. In 1941, 
Mr. Stephenson bought a three titted 
purebred cow that was slated for 
slaughter because of her lost quarter 
This cow dropped seven heifers and 
all but one are still in the herd. There 
ire now twenty-five registered animals 
in the herd and ten more have been 


| sold. All originated from the old cow 
| as she is the only registered Holstein 


Mr. Stephenson ever bought. In 1952 
this herd was one of the three top 
herds in the kentucky Efficient Pro- 
duction Award 

At the present time a young bull is 
being used in conjunction with the 
Kentucky bull stud. This young bull 
is a son of SanMarGale Grand Magic 
and out of Windy Shade Sensation 
Carol VG with a two year old record 
of 14,280 M and 528 F. This bull was 
purchased from Goebel Dawson whose 
herd we visited next. 

At the head of Mr. Dawson’s herd 
is the young bull Mill Valley Grand 
Repeat. He is a son of C. B. Smith's 
old show bull Minnow Creek Eden 
Re-Grand who is now in the Curtiss 
Candy Stud This makes the Mill 
Valley bull a paternal grandson of the 
high record cow Minnow Creek Fden 
Repeat 

The Mill Valley calves are still 
young but a very uniform group of 
calves.
